All shippers shall have to submit monthly reports to the Cotton Textiles Export Pro¬ 
motion Council, Bombay, giving details of the shipments of these items made to Aus¬ 
tralia. These statements should reach the Council by the 10th of the following month. 


The Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council shall fa) supervise the entire scheme 
(b) keep a watch over the performance from time to time fc) interpret and give decisions 
on various matters arising out of the operation of the scheme and (d) make such changes 
in the scheme as they deem fit from time to time. The Council shall be empowered to 
frame rules and regulations from time to time inter-alia providing for the conditions to 
be complied with by an applicant before he would be entitled to quotas. It shall _ also 
have the right to withhold or cancel quotas and reject applications for quotas without 
assigning any reasons.

SUBJECT- —Scheme lor the licensing of Indian Cotton Textiles for export to Austria during 
the licensing year 1975. 

No. S4-ETC(PN)/74.—The Scheme relates to the export of Cotton Yarn, all varieties 
of mill-made cotton fabrics and products manufactured out of cotton mill-made/hand- 
loom fabrics including readymade garments from India to Austria during the licensim 
year 1st January, 1975 to 31st December, 1975. 

2. For the purpose of licensing the shipment period will bo divided into two si; 

monthly periods i.e. 1st January, 1975 to 30th June, 1975 and 1st July, 1975 to 31st 
December, 1975. I 

3. Exports shall be licensed freely on shipping bills on first-come, first-served basis by 
Export Trade Control Authorities at the ports of shipment on the basis of quota en¬ 
dorsement made by the representatives of the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council 
at Bombay (in the office of the Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, Bombay). 
New Delhi, Calcutta, Madras, Cochin and Ahmcdabad. 

The second six monthly distribution will be made later in accordance with tho decision 
of the EEC/ Austria /Sweden Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee. 

4. For the purpose of exports and issuance of quota/licensing endorsement, Cotton 
Textiles have been divided in the following three categories. 

Category I Grey Goods 

Category IT Terry Towels and Towelling and 

Category III Cotton yarn, Finished Fabrics, Miscellaneous. 

5. Such imports into Austria will be admitted by the competent authority only on 
presentation of the green certificate issued by the 1 Colton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council. Bombay fin the Office of the Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports), 
New Delhi, Calcutta, Madras, Cochin and Ahmcdabad, on the basis of which the 
Austrian Authorities would issue an import licence. 

6. Licences and quotas shall not be transferable without the express consent in writing 
of the EEC/Austrin/Swedcn Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee. 

7. A non-refundable charge of Rs. 10/- per ton will be charged by the Cotton Tex¬ 
tiles Export Promotion Council for the issue of quotas, subject to a minimum of Rs. 5. 

8. All shippers shall have to submit a monthly report to the Cotton Textiles Export 
Promotion Council, giving details of the shipment against individual licensing endorse¬ 
ment issued to them. These statements should reach the Council by the 10th of the sub¬ 
sequent month. 

9. The E.E.C./Austria/Sweden Textiles Licensing Advisory Commitee shall (a) 
supervise the entire scheme; fb) keep a watch over the performance from time to time; 
(c) interpret and give decisions on various matters arising out of the operation of the 
scheme; and fd) make such changes in the scheme as the Committee deems fit from thru 
to time. The Licensing Committee shall be empowered to frame rules and regulations 
from time to time inter-alla providing for the conditions to be complied with by an appli¬ 
cant before ho would be entitled to quotas. It shall also have the right to withhold or 
cancel quotas and reject applications for quotas without assigning any reasons,
